TAPE 

Sony TV tape V-21L is a magnetic video recording tape 
of exceptional quality, designed specifically for use with 
Sony Videocorders. The tape is characterized by its re¬ 
markable physical adaption to the rotating VTR heads 
and its low mechanical friction. The extra pliability of 
the tape allows more positive head engagement thus ex¬ 
tending the frequency range. In addition, there is less 
system noise, insuring improved picture quality. 

Another characteristic of the tape is the highly calen¬ 
dered surface which withstands the abrasion of the 
rotating VTR heads. This is accomplished through the 
use of an entirely new binder material on which patents 
are pending. 

The high physical adaptability of the tape coupled with 
the low mechanical friction and new binder makes slow 
motion and still frame picture presentation possible 
without damage or deterioration to the tape. The tape is 
guaranteed for 1,000 passes over the heads.

A second head records the vertical sync. These are all 
the signals necessary to produce a picture that is distor¬ 
tion-free, sharp, clear, and stable. 

Unique with the SONY PV-100 is its “Stop-Look” fea¬ 
ture. At the touch of a button, the speed of the picture 
can be slowed to one-sixtieth of normal, allowing true 
slow-motion analysis, or it can be stopped completely 
for close inspection. This feature is indispensable for 
sports, medical, and industrial applications. 

Exclusive new “Rotocoil®” system ends a primary cause 
of electrical noise in ordinary video-tape recorders. A 
rotary transformer* eliminates the need for the usual 
slip ring and brushes in the head assembly resulting in 
noticeably cleaner pictures.
